Such  subjects  usuallj^  start  to 
grow  promptly  in  the  Spring,  and  have  already  made  fine  growth  before 
Spring  planted  trees  and  plants  have  started.  We  do  not  hesitate  to 
advise  Fall  planting  in  climates  not  more  severe  than  our  own.  Tulips, 
Hyacinths,  Crocus  and  Narcissus  can  be  supplied  for  Fall  planting  only.
